Brooklyn, Jan. 24. — The trolley striken 

played their last card yesterday in ordorlng 
out tho olootric worktnon in all the lines 
aflooted, Wholesale wire cutting took place 
durinf: the nl^fht, and many linemen obeyed 
the order to iiuit work. Several lines which 
havo been operated for aovoral days were 
tied up this morning. They were started 
after repairs bad been oiude, and the com- 
panies also atartod now lines, and while tho 
normal traffic has not yot boon restored, yot 
cars aio operated on all tho main arteries of 
Iravul. Green Point saw its first car for ton 
days, and Its citizens, who yesterday de- 
manded the forfeiture of the oharters of the 
oompanioB, were somewhat mollified. Law 
and ordrr hmi not yet, been eatablithed, 
thou^;h it has been difiniloly decided that 
no n}ore troops aro needed. 

Thomas Carnoy, who while working on 
the roof of -IM Hloks stroot yesterday wos 
shot by soldiers of Uio Thirteenth reglmenb, 
died at Long Island CoUoge hospital at 2:35 
o'cloek this morning. 

RepnrtB received at police hoadquartera 
up to S o'clock this morning show that tho 
oily was quiet all night. The Ilnomon of 
tho trolley roads are out on strike this 
morning, und at a number of depots not a 
single lineman reported for duty up to 8 
o'clock. The only company elaimlsg to 
havo any of the old linemen at worlc lathe 
Brooklyn City railroad oomptny. 

William McGrath, a conductor, and 
Richard Lyman, motorman, were urrcated 
for pulling down trolley wires at Broadway 
and Stewart street early this morning. The 
wire cutting last night was more extensive 
than at ^ny time sines the strilce began. 

Col. Appleton, of the Seventh regiment, 
aald this morning than last night was the 
most peaceful of any ainoe the regiment has 
been in Brooklyn. There was no trouble of 
any kind and the soldiera bad a good night's 
rest. Cars are running under the protection 
of tho police and militia, aod there has been 
no chango in the asBlgnments of the various 
military companies in tho oaatern district. 

Aij;.t.Ny, Jon. 2-t. — Adjutant-Gflnflr»! M"- 
Alpiuo reoelvcd a telephone mesaago from 
the mayor of Brooklyn thia morning to the 
effect that three hundred lines wore running 
and that everything looked promising for 
an oarly and poasoful settlement of the 
trouble. 

Tho Flushing and Graham avenues lino of 
tho Brooklyn city railroad began operations 
thia evening, the first car ainuo the strike 
began being started over the road at 2:35 
p.m. This road runs through a tough see 
tion of the oity, and It was generally 
expected that bloodahed would follow tho 
opening of the lino. No militiamen were 
placed along the atreota through which tho 
cars ran, but a strong force of police were 
ordered out and they kept the crowds from 
congregating in oompanles. 

At 3 40 aomo excitement was created 
obout tho corner of Kookaway avenue and 
Fulton street by tho throwing of a number 
of barrels of ashea ou the tracks and tho 
pulling down and burning out of a number 
of the trolley wires, two blocks away In 
each direction. Thore was not a large 
crowd, and when a detachment of troop 
"A" appeared a few minutes later tho 
street was comparatively free of people. 
So ^quickly and quietly were the wiros 
burned that the perpetrators bad disappear- 
ed before the police or soldiers oould roach 
the scene. The oars were blockaded for 
some time on both Broadway and Fulton 
streets. The linemen who repaired the 
wires were escorted by troops. Only 
half of tho oroas town linos waa 
opened to day. 

Tho opinion has been freely cxpreaaed by 
tho iniliiia and police oliiciala that a hull 
dozen regimenta will bo rt(|uired to pass the 
oara through certain sections. Tho toughs 
huvo for the week paat openly declared that 
no car will ever bo taken over them by non- 
union men. Behind fences and in out-of- 
way cornera, piles of elonoa, bricks, birreia 
and timbers lo bo uood as missiles and bar- 
riers are to bo found. 

Tho forcofui expreesion in .Judge G.iy- 
nor'a deoiaion aa to the reeponsibiiitleH of 
tho trolley railroad coinpaniea aeema to liave 
iufuaed now apirit into llio loaders of the 
airiko, who declare they aro now as doter- 
minod aa ever in their struggle and believe 
they will eventually bo euccoasful, but yet 
are willing, as they have been from tho bo- 
ginning, to aubmili tho queBtiona at issue to 
arbitration. Ropreaonlaiivo Now York and 
Brooklyn linemen mot inconfernnoo with the 
executive committee of Uiatrict AsBembly 
No. 75, this evening. Hoprcsentatives of 
organizations in Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Newark, Jersey City, Hoboken, Elizabeth, 
Albany, Rochester, Syracuse, and other 
cities were present. The sltuatioa was dis- 
cussed, and the oonolasion arrived at that, 
notwithstanding all the obstacles presented 
and the mighty efforts put forth 
on the part of the railroads, 
Iho strike has progroasod thus far 
aatiafaolorlly and with every aeaurance of 
ultiinato sucaeas. Judge Gaynor's ringing 
words, arraigning tho componioa for attempt- 
ing to shirk and ignore their responeibility 
to tho public. Tho proeldent of tho " big 
six " unsured tho exocutivo committee, on 
tho part of the printera of Now York, that fin- 
ancialaid would be given tocontinuo thefight 
on legitimate lines. Iho conference aooinod 
to appreciate that atatoment very much, 
recognizing tho fact that tho typos have 
alwaya boon most goneroua und prompt in 
helping their working hrothron in every 
oonlllct with tlioir omployera. Three llnra 
which have boon in operation for aeverai 
days, tho Seventh avonuo, the Ninth avenue 
and tho Fifteenth atreeo lines were tied up 
last night. Tho wires on tlioflo lines were 
found to br out thia morning and 
the linemen refused to repair them 
The places of the men were not fillod 
during the day and the roads oould not bo 
operated. The cuttinK was done in a 
thoroughly aoientlfio manner, and Indicated 
a greater knowledge of eleotrioal affairs than 
ia poaaesBed by the nninltiated. Several at- 
tempta were made at the oar faonae to start 
cars, but the oars did not get more than two 
or three blocks away. None of tho 
lines attempted to run oars late at night 
The Check street line shuD down abont 



4 p. m., and tho 13th regiment 
returned to their armory for the night. The 
oroaa town lines stopped before dark. Tho 
oars on Broadway, Gates avenue, Myrtle 
avenue and Flushing avonuo stopped about 7 
o'clock. The last lines operated wore the 
Courts street, the Fulton avenue and 
tho Flfttbush lines. They stopped at 9 
o'clock. The companies apparently did not 
care to invite trouble by operating at night. 

The deoMon by Judge Gaynor, of the 
Supreme oonrt, against the companies In a 
mandamus proceedings, severely soores the 
Brooklyn Heights Co. for failins to operate 
its lines. Justicu Gaynor declared that the 
whole matter Is a question of wages, that 
the companies have not the right to suspend 
operations one week or one hour in order to 
obtain men who will take lower wages than 
have been paid. He said that a railroad 
had the right to replace men gradually, or 
to discharge all its employes at one time 
provided they have enough men to operate 
their lines oontlnnonaly.

The Bird Block Entirely Gutted— Names of the 
Losers— Iaiis SifCeen TbonsaBd Dollars. 

WiKNii-Eo, Jan. 24.— (Speoiol)— The Bird 
block, on Main street, ocoupied as an ollico 
building, was entirely gutted by fire to- 
night. The firemen had hord work in keep- 
ing tho flames from the Hocholaga bank 
and the Union bank adjoining on tho 
north aide. On tho south side tho 
block occupied by J. F. Grundy k. Co., 
uaic dcalera, was damaged but the stock 
waa removed. Tho Bird block, owned by J. 
J. McKercbar& Co , and ocoupied by the 
Manitoba Mortgage Co.; Binncrman & Co., 
real estate ; McMillan & Co., grain ; Alex- 
ander Smith, immigration. The oUioes 
the next block, of Pendergaat & 
Huggard, law ; the Credit Financier, Max- 
well it Co., and J. Stewart, were damaged 
by water and amoko. The loss on the Bird 
building ia about $15,000, insured for $S,000 
in companies represented by B. Strang 
The adjoining block ia insured for ^00, but 
tho loss is not known. It will noc ezoeed 
f 1,000. The banks moved the larger part 
of their books and papers. 

IN SAD CASE. 

Nowfoundiund Clcrtrymon Appeal for Aid fur 
the Starvlng-lTluanclal Matters— Con- 
federation With Canada. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Jan. 24.— The legis- 
lature will adjoarn to-morrow for a recess of 

aix weeks. Tho oleotiona will bo held in the 
interitn, Arrangementa are being com- 
pleted for the Bubmiaaion to tho people of 
tho question of the confederation of New- 
foundland with Canada. Tho nowapapora 
here are filled with letters denounoing tho 
directors of tho difforont banks and 
tho defaulting merchanta for bringing 
ruin on tho country and tho people. 
Tho oreditora of Munn & Co,, of llarbor 
Grace, held a meeting in St, John's last 
night, and it waa shown that tho assets of the 
firm amounted about 48 cents on tho dollar. 
Anotlier meeting of their creditors will bo 
held to-morrow night, when it is likoly that 
ropreaentativoa of tho tirma will make 
a compromijo offer. Tho alleged 
attempt on tho part of a num- 
ber of loading Whitowayito polltioiana 
to prevent arrangementa between aeverai 
firma, who aro financially ombarraaecd, and 
their oreditora haa boon dofoated by tho 
action of the Supremo court. An appeal 
from tho clergy of this plaoo to tho outaido 
world for aaslatanoo for tho starving people 
which was publltbed to-day, says that about 
a thousand families are now starving in the 
city and urgently appeals to the sympathy 
of charitable inclined. 



HAWAUAN MATTBES. 



Admiral Irwin Says the U- S. Mnst 
Have a Navy Yard at Pearl 
Harbor. 



Secretary Gresbam Thinlis the Be- 
Tolt Was Advantageons to the 
Government. 



Wasuinoiok, Jan. 24. — In response to a 
senatelresolntion, the secretary of the navy 
to-day sent to that body the reports of the 

preliminary survey ot Pearl harbor, Hawaiian 
islanda, commenced In April last by Rear- 
Admiral Irwin, and completed in July by 
Rear-Admiral Walker. The report con- 
tains mnoh of a teohnioal nature. Goncem- 
ing the importance of a station at Hawaii, 
Admiral Irwin, in a report dated May 10, 
1894, says : " I most reapoctfully submit to 
the department thati tho acquirement of a 
naval station in tho Hawaiian islands ia an 
absolnte neoeisity, as it would give onr gov> 
ernment the command of the Pacific. It 
would not profit much to have aimply a 
coaling station. Wo should have a navy 
yard and tho position cnniniandlDg tho bar 
should be strongly fortified and a porfeob 
torpedo syatom completed." 

Secretary Greshan being asked " Doea 
tho government have any foar that Japan 
will aid the robola ? " replied, " So far aa the 
Japanese government is concerned, I have 
nothincr to aay. So far as the Japauese on 
tho ialunda aro concerned, they have aliown 
themselves most zealous in behalf of 
good order. I have more or lesa apprehen* 
sion as to the action the Chinese residents 
may take." 

In oonolnsion, the minister said he'did not 
anticipate any foreign intervention in the 
preaent crisis. 

"If it had nob been on account of the 
death of Mr. Carter," said the minister, 
" tho whole thing might be considered a de- 
cided advantage to tho government. No 
greater aid is necesaary to domonatrato that 
tho government is ablo to stand on its own 
feet." 

The Philadeiphia, which will reach tho 
islands to-morrow, carries enough of a crow 
to pub down the biggest rebellion tho 
Ha-vaiian malcontents aro capable of atart- 
ing, and on arrival ab tho lalands will im- 
mediately proceed to land troops for the 
protection of Americans and tho property of 
Americans. 

San Francisco, Jan. 24 — W. A. Ald- 
rloh, who came from Honolulu concealed in 
a barkentine several weeks ago, says he and 
other royalists plotted to blow up Dole, 
members of the cabinet and troops, with 
dynamite brought from Vanoonver. The 
plot waa tuld to the government by Claude 
Wetmore, a newspaper adventnrer who was 
in the plot.

LlO^DON, Jan. 24. — A Central News de- 
spatch from Tokio aaya : " Tho ordinary 
budget has paaaod tho imperial diet." 

Prince Ariaugowa, ohief of tho gonoral 
atafl, Ib dead. The cause of his death was 
typhoid fever. Field Marshal Prince 
Komatau, of the imperial guard, will sue- 
oeed him. 

Gonoral Suukma reports from Yung 
Chuen under date of January 21 as followa : 
" Upon the firat arrival of the tranaporta 
the landing of marinea begun. Tho snow 
waa very heavy and deep. The Chinese 
earth batteries began firing upon the land- 
ing party, bnt after obaervicg the formid- 
able array of ships in the bay the Chinese 
troops retreated westward. The first troops 
that wore landed pushed forward and seiz- 
ed tho Y'ung Chuen fortress. It was a 
aplondid rush. Field Marshal General 
Oyama and staff will join us at once." 

Tho Central Nows correspondent at Cho- 
foo telfurLiplia that tho Japanese have land- 
ed at Ninghai, twenty miles from Chofoo, 
and intend surrounding Wei Hai Wei. Tho 
Britlah gunliout Kedpolo has gone to Wui 
Chow at tho rtqueat of tho Britlah consul at 
that place. It ia reported that a missionary 
woman has been oulon thoro by the natives 
and that the Chineao oilicialB display a bib- 
ber feeling ogainst the foreigners. The flig- 
shlp of Admiral Froomantio ia lying off Wei 
Hal Wei watching operations. 

A dispatch to the Pall Mall Gazette from 
Chefoo says that tho ChinoBo claim to have 
repulsed tho Japaneeo in the vicinity of Wei 
Hal Wei, capturing nine guns.

Tho fame of tho granite bolt has brought 
in Mr. Kite and his partner from the Black 
Hills. Both are experienced prospeotors, and 
propoae to spend the winter in here and 
prospect Doxt summer. 

Trail crock la a very fair example of a typi- 
cal mining camp. There was a rush to it 
when it waa first diaoovered. Then it waa 
hooted at as no good. All of a sudden Trail 
creek becomes a producer and everyone ia 
full of faith and confldenoe in It. It is now 
produoing 70 tons of ore on an average a 
day, and the approximate value of the ore 
shipped between Deoembor 26 and Jiinuary 
5 is given at about 518,000. The War 
Eaplo, in which Mr. J. A. Finch has a one 
eighth IntoroBt, ia said to bo in a position to 
pay a not dividend of ?20,000 a month for 
two or three years to come. Botwoen the 
Lo Roi, tho War Jiagle, tho Josio and tho 
O K., Trail crook Is now produoing $100,000 
worth of gold a month. There appears to be 
a steady and good profit in working ore of 
tho value of §40 a ton. Tho minoa hove 
been well tested, and show oolossfl bodies 



of ore on the lower levels of even better 
grade than on the surface. 

The agitaticii begtin some months ago 
looking to the establishment of a money 
order department in oonneotion with the 
local post office has achieved the desired 
end, and the institution has beoome a 
surety, Denver having been raised to the 
standard of a money order office. 

B^turoa have been received by tho ownera 
of the Reoo from the Omaha, emolter of the 
ore recently shipped thither from that 
mine. One carload hae returned the 
astonishing average figures of one tbouaand 
ounces of silver to the ton, making the fif- 
teen tons worth, at 60 oents per ounoe, 
§9,000. This is the highest total yet 
roaohed by any property in the Slooan. 

Tho iaaulng of the crown grant on the 
Bon Ton, owned by Captain Adams and W. 
H. Brandon, has been withheld, awaiting 
the result of an action brought by 0. W. 
MoAan on behalf of the ownera of the Man- 
hattan mineral olaim who allege perjury and 
fraud in securing the certificate of Improve- 
ments on the Bon Ton, and claim §10,000 
damages and possession of tho property. 

The heavy thow laat weak, besides de- 
moralizing the mail and telegraph aervioo, 
interrupted travel in all directions. On 
the Nakusp & Slooan railway a number of 
saow and mud slides occurred, Some eight 
or ton close to Nakuap wore cleared with 
llttlo difficulty, but those In the canyon 
above Denver aiding required tho aaalatauco 
of every available man on the road. 

Goorgo Alyard had a thrilling oxperionce 
on Saturday. Ho was atanding in front of 
tho blaokomlth ahop at tho Sliver Ball, and 
his companions, fivo In number, were in tho 
tunnel, when a snowalide came down. Al- 
yard jumped into tho shop and tho slide 
rushed by, tearing down tho building and 
burying him in tho ruins Whon rescued 
ho waa insensible and it was an hour before 
be recovered his sonoea. It waa found that 
there waa eighteen Inches of anow on his 
face, packed ao tightly that it waa almost 
of the nature of granite. 

John McMillan and John Moore, two of 
the owners of the Eureka, went up to that 
olaim last week to ahovel out the mouth of 
the tunnel. On Saturday, having complet- 
ed their work, they started on snowshoes to 
ake their way to the wagon road near 
Belleville. A slide, however, came along 
at the same time, and before they oould 
eaoape they were overtaken and covered up. 
McMillan lost his life. He waa about forty 
years of age and unmarried ; » native of 
Qlengary, Ont. 

When tho Canadion Pacific Railway Com- 
pany took over the Nakusp aad Sloonn rail- 
way eveJyone in the country heaved a sigh 
of relief. The outlines of a great Bcbeme of 
railway development in Weat Kootenay, 
which will certainly bo carried out in part 
during the preaent year, are beginning to 
show themselves. Permanent connection 
between Nakusp and Revelatoke, suitable 
for the transport of heavy freight will be 
given by building the railway down to the 
head of tho lake, and by the construction of 
a large boat to accommodate a train of care. 
The Nakusp and Slooan railway will b3 ex- 
tended this year down at least as far as 
Silverton, and, if the silver market shows 
stability to warrant it, the long looked 
for connection between Slooan crossing and 
Slocan lake may yet be mado this year. 
The Canadian Paoifio Railway Company 
have their scheme for the conquest of Koot- 
enay and are going to work slowly but 
anrely to carry it out. 

D. (Vhitley came down from the MoOuI- 
gan basin to-day. He reports that there 
will be no more shipments from the Surprise 
for about a month. 

(From tho Slooan Proapector.) 
Large shipments of ore have been tho rule 
ever since the track of the Naknap & Slocan 
railway was laid into the Slocan, but since 
the fail of anow which has facilitated raw- 
hiding and sledding the amount of ore 
brought to the Three Forks depot and 
ebipped, has broken all previoua records of 
era shipments in British Columbia, and en- 
titles this district to the name of the treas- 
ure vault of the province. 

During the two weeks inolnded between 
December 26 and January 8, fifty-four cars 
were loaded with ore at the Three Forks 
depot and at the oonoentrator spur, and 
sent on their way to the ameltors. The ore 
waa froci the following mines : Idaho 25 
cars, Slooan Star 14 cars, Cumberland 1 
oars, Reoo .3 cars. Noble Five 2 cars 
Ltat Chance 2 cara, Ivanboe I car, 
The amount loaded on each car 
ia 15 tons, making a total of 810 tons. To 
tbeae shipments from Three Forks should 
be added about 200 tons from the Payne, 
Bluebird, Surprise, Ooodenongb and Dar 
daneUss, which have gone ont by way of 
Kaslo, making the entire shipments from 
tha Slooan district during the two weeks 
commencing December 26 and ending JaoU' 
ary 8 over 1,000 tons and worth $126,000. 
None of t he ore shipped will go leas than 
100 ounoea in allver, while that from the 
Reoo, Goodonough and Dardanolloa is so 
very high that it will bring iho general 
uvorage of the thousand tons up to 125 oz. 
of silver per ton, which together with an 
average of 75 per cent, lead bringa the value 
to §125.000.

Conservative Gains in England- 
Launch of a New Cunarder— 
Explosion of Ammunition. 

London, Jan. 24.— The barge Petrel, 
loaded with goTemment stores oonsistlng 
oliiefly of ammnnitioD for Nordenfeldt and 
Gatling gans, blew up near Gtaveaend this 
morning. She had a orew of five men and 
no trace of a single one of them ia to be 
found. 

The new Cunard freight steamer Sylvia, 
10.000 tons, wan lannohed to-day In tho 
Clyde. She was built for the Boston 
servioe, which sho will enter In April. The 
Cunarder Cyrenthia, a similar veaael for the 
same service, will bo ready in June. 

It is highly prob»bIe that before tho 
parliamentary eleotiona in Italy un am- 
nesty will ba granted to the priaoners con- 
demned by Che military oourta In Siolly. 
About 1,500 men were found guilty of 
seditious oonduot in oonnection with the re- 
volts of last winter and more than a thou- 
sand of them are still serving aentencea. 
The summary manner in which they wore 
tried and condemned has been one of the 
chief subjects of agitation against Premier 
Crispi, and a general pardon is regarded in 
government circles as the best means of mol- 
lifying the Radioals. It is thought that the 
amnesty decree will bs pnbliahod on March 
14, King Humbert's birthday. 

M. Bourgeois, to whom was entrusted the 
formation of a new French cabinet, this fore- 
noon notified President Faure that there 
wore no prospects of his sncoessj and asked 
to be reliovod of the taak.

The " Globe " BoildlnG; Fire-Board of Trade 
Elections. 

ToBOKTO, Jan. 24.— (Speolal)— A verdict 
of accidental death was returned at the in- 
queat on the death of fireman R. Bowry. 
(The jury in answer to a number of questions 
anbmitted by the coroneri stated that the 
Globe tiuilding bad not been properly oon-

the fire department were not sufficient to 
cope with the fire. 

Stapleton Coldecott has been elected 
president ; G. B. Osier, first vice-president ; 
Edward Quincy, second vice-president,' and 
J. L. Spink, treMurer of the Board of Trade 
by acclamation. 

Goldwin Smith hadEdeoIined to reply to 
the toast of Canada at the Press Assooiation 
banquet here on the plea of lU.health, but 
ultra-loyalist Decison, who published the 
statement in the Empire that Prof. Smith 
was not the proper person to respond to the 
toaat, has decided the latter to waive the 
ill-health plea and he has aaked that ho bo 
allowed to carry out tho original pro- 
gramme. 

The grand jury of assizaa to-day, in mak- 
iog their presentment, urged tb&t the city 
should deal liberally with firemen, both in 
salary and in the hours of work.

WBSTMlNsaiER AMENDJI1GNT8. 

To THE Editor -.—From your report of 
the proceedings of the Legislative Assembly 
yesterday there seems to be a mlaapprohen 
sion in the minds of some membors respect- 
ing the proposed amendments to the VVost- 
minster act of incorporation. Objeotiou is 
particularly takon to the clauses striking 
out tho wards and giving the oounoil power 
to fix the number of aldermen by by-law, 
without submitting the matter to a vote of 
the ratepayers. Sec. 3 of the present 
charter provides that tho council may divide 
the oity into wards as it chooses, and under 
thia authority it has oreatod five wards. Iho 
section farther provides that these wards 
may be changed from time to time as may 
be expedient. It follows that the council 
may now, if it chooses, divide the oiiy into 
three wards, or even two, instead of five. 
Sec. 4 of tho act, as amended in 1880, 
provides that tho council may by by- 
law determine how many aldermen shall be 
elected for each ward, being not less than 
tno. Now, if the oounoil exerciBcs the 
powers already conferred upon it by statute 
it may divide tho city into two wards and 
fix the number of aldermen to bo elected for 
each ward ut two, which would give a ooun- 
oil of four aldormon and a mayor. If the 
proposed amondmonts be pasaed the power 
of tho council eo to limit its number would 
bo taken away, aa the minimnm number 
would be fixed at seven. It will be seen 
from the above faots that instead of giving 
the oounoil power to curtail the number of 
representatives, as stated in the house, the 
propoaod amendments would have the con- 
trary elTeot. I may say, as a matter of fact, 
that there Is no intention at present to re- 
duce the nnmber of aldermen. These ob- 
servations are not presunted with a view to 
Influence the house, but merely to correct a 
miaapprehenaion as to tho effect of tho pro-

More About the Wrecked "Anreola" 
—Arrivals and Departares 
at Victoria. 



After a oruise on the West coast to the 
Northern end of the laland the ateam 
aohooner Miachief, Captain Foot, returned 
to port yesterday morning, having in tow 
the aloop Annie, whloh had been seized by 
Constable Finnigan a few weeks ago for 
trading withoat a license. The Misohlef 
was as far north aa Quatsino, and reports 
the Norwegian coloniata there contented 
and hopeful. One want, however, of the 
colony is a mail service. The settlers ask 
for a post office and are now endeavoring to 
get one. For three months they say they 
have not received any letters or papers. 
Tho Mischief brought back 160 plecea of 
mail from dififerent points, while 
as passengera ahe had two of 
the colonlsta and the storekeeper at 
Clayoquot. Capt, Foot reports the schooner 
Escort at Hesquoit aa faetng little damaged. 
She is up high out of the water, having been 
landed in among a lot of treoa by the 
flood tfdes. It is denied that Capt. Jame- 
son, who abandoned her, is bsr owner, al- 
though aa heretofore announced he gave the 
Hetquoit Indians a bill of salo of ber for ser- 
vices rendered. At Heequoit on Thursday 
last Capt. Foot attended the funeral of Mrs, 
Luckivetoh, wife of the storekeeper there. 
Rev. Father Ver Brant conducted the fun- 
eral services and the remaini were interred 
in tho Catholic burying grounds. Among 
the sealers reported by the Misohlef are the 
Saucy Laas, which was seen in Friendly 
cove ; the Mary Ellen, spoken at Euoulot 
and the Rosle Olsen, which, after getting an 
Indian orew left Quatsino on the Idth Inst, 
for Japan. 

THE BABK " AUREOLA ". 

No additional news of the wreck of the 
bark Aureola could be learned yesterday on 
tho arrival of the steam aohooner Mlachlef. 
The steamer did not oven hear of the wreck 
of the bark, reported by the steamer Maude 
which arrived tho previous night. Aa to 
tho Aureola, the wrockugo found indicates 
that she has boon loat or well nigh so.

A GOOD MOTION. 

'The motion of which Dr. Walkem hai! 
given notioe ia an excellent one. Tho Do- 
minion Govorument necda to bo reminded of 
its duty with roapeot to tho doep-aoa fjah- 
eriea of this Proviuoo That thoeo fiahoriea 
are rioh is beyoud a doubt, but nothing has 
been dotte as yet by the Governmont to dia 
cover where the different species uro to be 
fonnd in greatest abunHanco. Private en- 
terprise has done something in this diroc- 
tlon, but the Government doea not appear 
to have thought ihat it haa any duty to per- 
form In tho matter. What is to binder the 
Qnadra being utilized for thia purpose. She 
ia idle a great part of the anmmor, 
and oonid be sent on an exploring ornise 
with very Httte extra expense. There has 
been any amount of prospeotinf; done In the 
valleys and on the mountains of the Prov- 
ince, but the sea that washes its shores af- 
ford* aa tempting a Qeld for the prospoului 
aa ita moantain mogea. We trust that Dr. 
WaUcam'a teaoIatloD, wbiah will no doubt 
be carried in the House with enthusiasm, 
will have the efFdot of waking up the Do- 
minion Government to tho noooasity of do- 
ing something to ascertain the nature and 
extent of the wealth of British Columbia 
waters, 



THB PHARMAOY BILL. 

It ahould not, we think, require much 
reasoning to convince intelligent men that 

the person authorized to oarry on tho buai- 
neaa of druggist and chemist and thoeo 
whom ho employs should ho properly quali- 
fied to do tlieir work. This public aro coni- 
pletoly at the meroy of the men who make 
up tho prescriptions of physioiansand who sell 
powerful or poisonous druga and medicines. 
ITbe purcbaeer is in the article of medicine 
DO judge of the quality or the properties of 
T7hat ho buya. He muat depend ijnplioitly 
on tho knowledge, tho skill and tho huueaty 
of the druggist or bis assistant. If be is 
ignorant or unskilful or oareleas the most 
serious results may follow the mistakes he 
commits. It Is therefore necesBary thaf the 
public in Its own intorent ahould iuaiat that 
all who engage in tho buuinosa should 
undergo a rigid examination uonduoteJ 
by competent persons. This is, It 
aaema to ua, tha very least that 
the Legislature, to whose oare the interest! 
of the people are entrusted, should requlro. 
It ia in our opinion of icfiaitely more imporb- 
anoe that druga and modiclncB should bo 
skilfully and honestly diapenaed than that 
explosives should be oarefully handled and 
atored in safe plices. 

The Legislature ia our opinion ahould be 
particularly careful that the applicant for a 
lioenas to sell drugs should not be permitted 
to evade tho examination which Is indie- 
ponsahly nouesaary for tho safety of 
tho public. It Is well known that 
there aro eohoola and collegea on this con- 
tiuent whioh, for a fee well and duly paid, 
will give anyone who has ({one through the 
form of attending sohools and lectures a 
nortifioate of oompctonoy. These oertifioatoa 
are often a good deal worao than worthless, 
for if they are improperly given, and if im- 
portance is attuched to thom by governing 
bodies, they aro simply, in the ease of tho 
druggist, lioeusea to kill by poisoning or to 
torture by prolonging aariona illneaa. 

lb ia ohjeoted that by inaisting upon 



strioti examlnatlona oloie oorporationa 

nre established and encouraged. If 
the safety and tho preservation 
of the health of the community 
require that drugs aul medioinea bs dii* 
pensed by a body of experienoed and akIIIed 
men, then it la the duty of the Legislature 
to take measures for ensuring that none but 
skilled and csporienoed men should bo per- 
mitted to engngfl in tho business no matter 
what the incidental onsequences may bo. 
The safety of tha publio is the first and 
great thing to be considered. If the Phar- 
macy Act requires amending in the direc- 
tion of securing tho publio from tho rosulta 
of ignoranoe and unskilfiilneca then the 
amondnient should be made it (hpondontly 
of all mluor oansideratlons. Ibis is a mat- 
ter in whioh it is dlffioult to take too many 
preoantiona or to exerolae too much oare, 

OONFIDSNOB ABUSED. 

The people of Newfoundland are, it 
appears to us, the victims of misplaced con- 
licence. Their political condition was com- 
plicated and not very pleasant, bub they 
could oaeily have surmounted all their 
political diliiLiuItiea and disentangled all 
their politioal oomplicatioua without being 
required to faoe hardship or to endure 
sulTdring. Political agitation might have 
created diaturbanoea and oauecd those 
who wero engaged in it some an- 
noyance, but tho atorm would sooa 
bo over and tho politioal atmosphere 
would have been clear again without anyone 
having on aecor.nt of pulitiua to auopend hia 
busineee or to go hungry. Compared with 
tho diatreas whioh the inhabitants of New- 
foundland aro now suffering, tho oonae- 
quonocs of political exoitement and political 
strife would bo more p'istime. 

What haa oausod tho trouble in Kow- 
loundlnnd is not the bribery and corruption 
of ono political pirty or tho trickery and 
scheming of the other, but the recklessness, 
the dishonesty and the selfishness of lead- 
ing business men. The following report of 
tho condition of ono of tho two banks 
on which tho people of tho colony depended 
goea a long way to account for tho trouble 
wbloh bag come npon tho isolated communi- 
ty. A telegram giving an aooount of a 
meeting of the shareholders of the suspend- 
ed Union Bank telle a great part of the atory 
of the trouble In Newfoundland. The meet- 
ing was, it is said, " atormy," and no 
wonder. The complete report woa not given, 
but the assembled shareholders were told 
that *'tbe total amonnb of disoounta, over- 
drafts, £o., is $3,941,000, of whioh about 
$2,000,000 la credited to firms of whioh tbo 
directors of the bank wore members. 
Though great looseness is ahown in 
tho matter of overdrafts, the debtors 
of the bank are better off as 
far aa their assets are oonoemsd than 
those of the Commercial Bank." The di- 
rectors of tho latter bank appropriated to 
thoir own use nearly if not quite tho whole 
of ita funds. The dirootora of tho two 
banks, reputable men in whom tho whole 
community pUoed the greatest confidence, 
traded with the money of the banka wbloh 
they were appointed to manage and wboaa 
interests they were bound to preserve and 
protect, until there was hardly a dollar left. 
The cooecquence was that as soon as tho 
condition of the banka could bo no longer 
concealed their paper became worthless, and 
the colony was loft almost altogether 
without money of any kind. Very many hon- 
est and provident people were completely 
ruined and noon the most pitiful distress 
prevailed frorn ono end of tho oolony to tho 
other. liusinosa waa In such a hopeless con- 
dition that the Legislature bad recourse to 
the extraordinary meaanra of guaranteeing 
the notes of the broken banka. Bob even 
this guarantee was nob regarded aa anffiolent 
by the deoeived and dispirited people, as tbo 
following extract from the lottor of the able 
and very reliable St. John's oorrospondont 
of the Montreal Gazette shows : " I fear," 
he writes, " the bill passed guarantee- 
ing Union Bank notea at 80 cents 
and Commeroial notea at 20 oenta 
In the dollar will have little effect in im- 
proving tho currency. Holders of tho latter 
will not part with them at such a low figure; 
and even with a Government guarantee of 
SO oonta the others will not ho taken. I 
otTorod some of them at throe establishments 
after the Governor had assented to the bill, 
but they trere refused. The reason assigned 
was that thoy could not use them. They 
would not bo taken at the banks (branches 
of tho lUuk of Montreal and Hank cf Nova 
Soolia just opened) or tho ouatom houao. 
I Buapoot there is fear of their dopreoiution." 
The letter oontalniog this passage was 
written a week before the bank meeting 
ul'.udod to above waa held. The monagers 
of tho Commorolal lUnk had then boon ar- 
rested. If Iheao men have hoarta in their 
boBoma tho couloinplation of tho dietresa and 
Bufforing whioh thoir unfaithfulneaa has 
caused will give them greater pain than any 
punishment that can be inflicted on them by 
tho courts. It ia those men and tho direc- 
tors of tho Union Bank, and nob the 
politiclana of oithor party or both parties, 
who have roduood tho inhabitanta to llieir 
present pitiable condition. *' Retrench- 
ment,'' writes the Gazette's oorrespondent, 
" Is the order of the day." He says nothing 
about the condition of tho Vi^orking clasa. 
Tho people to whom he alludea aa being 
compelled to retrench aro profesaional men 
and merchants. Churchea, schoola and ool- 
logcH fool the pinch of hard times and are 
obliged to eoonomizB. The people who de- 
pend upon thoir daily wages for their sup- 
port and have no savings to draw upon and 
no credit must ueoeenarily auCfor terribly. 
Wo are not surprised to road that many of 
thom aro literally utarving. Yob in tho 
preacnco of this terrible distress the politi- 
cians of the oolony are quarrelling and try- 
ing to overreach each other. They arc, 
however, belplesa. They oannot find a oure 
for the evtla from whioh the oonntry ia 
anffering. 



, SIONIFiqASTTLr SILENT. 

The don. Mri'Iiaariar delivered his long- 
expeoted apeaob in Montreal on Tuesday, 
but not the faintest echo of it has yet 
reached the Liberal organ of this city. 
There is no flourish of trumpets, no jubila- 
tiop, no oonfident predictions of victory at 
the coming elcctiona. How is this '! Has 
that speooh been a failure? Haa the Lib- 
oral leader disappointed the uxpeotationa of 
hia party ? Ia he still in a fog ? Is the 
Liberal trade policy still tho great riddle 
of tho day ? Tho allusiona made 
to tho speech by tho Montreal 
Star that appeared in yesterday morning's 
talegrams were evidently ironiosl. This 
sentonoe, ** The Liberals should not be 
goaded to recklessness by their leaders, 
and Mr. Laurier made it clear that he 
wishes to progrcaa towards a revenue tariff 
by wisely alow atagee," aeoma to indicate 
that Mr. Laurier waa in Montreal ae 
oautioua and as indefinite aa he was in other 
towns and cities. It Is hard to Imagine tbo 
mild and gentle Liberal Loader (joadimj ony- 
bhiug or anybody for any purpose whatever. 
Hia voice is not tuned to tho goading pitch. 
Tho party that ia under hia loadorship will, 
if his counsels are followed and his cxhorta- 
tioDS heeded, hasten very slowly indeed to 
attain any object which they may regard as 
desirable.

Thaokerav'j 
mature and Well stored mind Kavo him a 
good Bend off in literature.

Stock Aaaooiation, which opona on Tuoadoy 
morning. Taking heed from the experience 
of laat year the aaaooiation are making the 
uecosaary changea in the arrangements, and 
the result will lie of advantage to the ax- 
bibitora and to tho apeotatora. For ex- 
ample, doga will not be placed near the rail- 
ing of the gallery, but will bo ahown on 
properly consttuatod benches placed against 
tbo wall of the building.. To keep off the 
draught so unpleasantly felt last year a 
high screen of canvas will bo placed around 
the gallery railings. The tcrriera and other 
amall dogs will have quartora in one of tho 
roonia oS the main gallery, and the doga are 
to hi judged in a room to which tbo pu'ulic 
will not be admitted. Thia has been found 
very neocaaary, as last year tho judges were 
much interrupted in their work by apeota- 
tora giving gratuitouB odvioe. The poultry 
will, aa last year, have three rooma devoted 
to • them.

for eottera, Mr- C. E. Hughea ;

Hon. Mr. Davie — Never mind about 
point of order; the motion is that in bo re 
oeived, and I would like to apeak to that 
motion on Monday. 

Debate accordingly ad jonrned. 

MININO OOMMITTEB. 

Mb. Smith presented the fonrth report of 
the mining committee, reoommending an 
act to amend the mineral act of 1891 ; and 
also that the governmonc shall take into 
conaideration tho matter of providing for 
the inspeotionof mineral claims, and likewise 
the propriety of introducing a validating 
law respecting mineral claims which may bo 
held to be invalid because of trifling irrogu 
larity. Report received. 

ROAD TO HORSEFLY. 

Mb. Pbbntios moved for a return of all 
correspondence with tbe Horsefly Hydraulic 
Mining Co., the government agent at Clin- 
ton, road Bupotintendent, East Lillooet, and 
any other person in oonneotlon with the 
building of the road from lOS Mlle Honse to 
Horsefly, and with the payment of $3,000 to 
salid company on aoooant of said road 
Agreed to. 

BILLS INXBODCOED. 

The following bills were introdnoed and 
read a first time : 

Reapeoting retail llqnor licenses— Hon, 
Mr. Davie.

Xhe bill to amend the dentistry aot was 
read a second time, on motion of Mr. 
Helmoken, after Mr. Semlln had renewed 
his protest against bills of this natnre be 
ing introduced aa private billa. 

codnty courts act. 

On consideration of report from oom- 
mittee on the county courts bill. Dr. 
Walkem moved to Insert a new olanse which 
after some alterations was adopted aa fol 
lows : 

3. Section 19 of tbe county courts amend- 
ment aot, 1893, is hereby repealed and the 
following substituted therefor : 

19. In any attachment of any debt due or 
accruing to a judgment debtor the judge 
before whom the oase is tried is hereby em 
powered to allow to the judgment debtor 
snoh sum or sums of money as the said 
jndgo shall deem neoeasary and au£5olenb to 
maintain and support tbe judgment debtor, 
and any person or persons dependent upon 
him for support ; but snoh allowance shall 
only be made when the judge Is satisfied 
that tbe judgment debtor baa no other 
means than the debt attached for hia main* 
tenanoe and support or that of any person 
dependent upon him for support ; nor ehall 
such allowance exceed in any ono case more 
than one month's maintenance, but not to 
exceed $40. 

ELECTION REOULATION. 

The houae went into committee on the 
election regalatlon aot amendment bill (Mr. 
MoPhersoD) with Mr. Kellle in the chair. 
D?he objsotions raised on the second reading 
were again urged by Hon. Mr. Davie, and 
an amendment striking out the principal 
leotion was adopted, the committee then 
rising without reporting. 

vetkbinaby bill. 

The adjourned debate on the motion for 
the second reading of the bill reapecting the 
practice of veterinary aurgery and medicine 
(Dr. Walkem) was resumed ; and Mr. Booth 
moved tho six months hoist, which was 
given on division of 18 to 9. 

DRAINAOE AND DYKING, 

Mk. Sword moved the aecond reading of 
tho drainage, dyking and irrigation bill 
(No. 5G), tho purpose of which is to alter the 
manner of aeeoaament for these worka. 
Agreed to. 

conNTi.N'o OF ballots. 

Mb. Sword moved the second reading of 
the election regulation bill (No. 60), which 
is to provide that the votes shall be oonnted 
by the returning officer instead of by the 
deputy at the polling place. He said that 
in same of the small dtstriots the people who 
would like to cast their votes against tho 
government do not oare to have tlieir dia- 
triot pnt on record as supporting the oppo- 
sition, for fear that their appropriations 
may suffer. 

Hon. Mr. Martin said that on tho occa- 
sion when a change to tlie present system 
waa proposed, he bad exprcaaed the aame 
viewa aa Chose juat atated to the house, with 
the result that hia district and ono In Lil- 
looet were apeclally exempted by tho aot. 
Ho was glad to see tho opposition now pre- 
pared to cndorao the arguments he then 
ueod, and ho would aupporo this bfll, as he 
deairod to bo oonalBtent. 

Mii. S.I';mlin said ho waa of tho same opin- 
ion, aa under tho proaont aystem there Is no 
aoureoy ot tho bullot In tho outlying districts 
where only a few votes are oast at ono place, 

Mr. WILLIA^ts alao supported tho bill. 

Hon. Mu Poolkv did not approve of a 
return to tho old Bystoin, which had been 
abandoned, for ono roaeon, because of the 
danger of a ballot box being lost in trans- 
miasion for a long diatanoo to tho returning 
offioor. If the ballots have been first count- 
ed at the place where cast, the election ia 
not affected by the loss of the box. 

Mr. Hunter also opposed tbe bill, point- 
ing out the great danger of losing some of 
the ballot boxes in transmission in snoh dis- 
tricts as Comox, where In some oases the 
journey would take two or three days in a 
oanoe. He bad heard no complaint as to the 
present system. 

Mr Kennedy argued that in the case of 
a coal mine, for Instance, when the pro- 
prietor might wish the men to vote as bo 
did, much hardship might result if he found 
by the counting of the ballots that they had 
not done eo. 

Mil. Smith intended to vote agalnab the 
bill, as ho had hoard of no objectiona to the 
proaont ayatem, while there oro atrong argu- 
monta in ita favor. 

Major Mutter did nob Intend to sup- 
port this particular change, though In his 
distriob ho had hoard complaint! against the 
nob as a whole, which he would like to see 
mob by a comprehensive bill. 

Mr, Kitchen alleged that along the line 
of tbe C.F, R. the employes of that oompahy 
have to vote as their superiora desire or ran 
the risk of dismissal. He agreed, however, 



that in Chllliwaok the last eleotidn would 
have been upset had the ' ballots been 
spoiled before they were counted instead of 
after. He did not believe In encouraging 
men to bo cowards— to be ufrald to express 
their opinions or tell how they voted, but 
there being a groat deal of pressure brought 
in some cases he would support tbe bill. 

Hon, Col. Baker oppoaed the bill, con- 
sidering the present aystem preferable and 
safer. 

Mr Booth agreed that it would bo dan- 
gerous to dofor tho count until tho ballot 
Box has boon delivered to tho returning 
ofiioor a long diatance away. 

Hon. Mr, Davis said the argumenta he 
bad heard to-day bad helped blm to make 
up bis mind how he would vote upon tbia 
bill. In 1889 be was againsc tho change to 
tho preaont lystero, bub after five or alx 
years' experience he had somewhat altered 
hia opinion, and the arguments hoard to- 
day settled him that he ought to vote 
against tbe bill. The objootiona to tho 
present ayatem can only arise whore there 
are so few voters that all go tho same way, 
aa they have a perfect righb to do, and If 
any remedy is required to ensure greater 
secrecy which may be desired It can better 
bo applied by amalgamating the small poll 
log diviaions. As to the atatemenb made 
with respect to tbe Canadian Pacific rail 
way, he thought that was a libol upon the 
company ; in fact he knew that tho hoada 
of tho company took very little interest 
in tho reault of the last election, and that 
the employees' votes were pretty well 
divided, no influences being bronght 
to bear over them. He had heard 
of no grievances nnder the present system, 
and in view of the growth of the country 
the reasons which existed against the change 
to the prceont aystem have passed or are 
rapidly pasBing away, so that it would be a 
retrograde stop to again adopt a plan which 
it has been thought wise to change. He did 
not think that candidates and their agonta 
should be kept wuitine two or three days or 
longer to know what had happened, when 
tbe result might be telegraphed, so as to pub 
tho candidate out of hia miaery aa aoon as 
poaaiblo. In Qaeeiar the result could not bo 
ascertained for about a month after the 
votes were oast, perhaps for two months. 
Ho thought tho objeotiona to tho preaonb 
plan are imaginary and nob real, and ho 
would therefore vote agalnab the aecond 
reading of tbe bill. 

Dr- Walkem, to bring home to tbe hon. 
gentlemen oppoeite the great sorrow he ex- 
perienced in tho strangulation of hia first 
bill a short time ago, moved In amendment 
that this bill be read a second time this day 
six months 
Carried on division of 18 to 12. 

MB. OBEEB'S OASE. 

Mr Kitchen reaumed the debate on the 
motion of Mr. Braden, recommending tbe 
further conaideration by the government of 
the oaae of Samuel Greer. He argued at 
length that Mr. Oreer has no juab claim 
against the government. 

Tho resolution waa lost on division of 13 
to 14. 

SUNDAY Or.SKRVANOE. 

Mr- Kennkdy moved tbe second reading 
of the bill " for the better observance of 
Sunday," epoaking in support of the declar- 
ation of the preamble that : — 

" Whereaa this province Is part of a dis- 
tinctively Christian nation, and it ia one of 
the tenets of the Christian religion that tbe 
day called Sunday shall be set apart for the 
worship of the Almighty ; 

" And whereaa there is a growing inclin- 
ation on the part of some oorporations and 
individuals to enoroaoh on the above-named 
day, and to oanse their employes to lose the 
rest and quiet of that day by carrying on 
much unnecessary work ; 

" And whereas it is desirable that every 
one of Her Majesty's subjects should have 
aeoured to them the rest and quiet neoea- 
sary to a proper obaervanoe of said day." 

He (Mr. Kennedy) proceeded that to 
■how hia authority for the hill he would go 
back to the time of Mosea. (Laughter.) 

Mb. Kennedy — What are you laughing 
at? 

A Voice— Moses ! (Renewed laughter.) 
Mb. Kennedy continued that to pass 
such a bill aa he proposed would be no more 
an interference with tbe liberty of the sub- 
ject than ia tho law which " prevents ua 
from having more than one wife though 
some of 08 might wish two" (great laughter), 
or which makea It unlawful for a man to go 
about the atreeta without any clothee, or to 
keep a pig In hia houae. He admitted that 
there is a great deal of room for argument 
that Saturday is the day which should bo 
observed and not Sunday, and ho acknowl- 
edged the recent receipt of lltoratoro 
from the Seventh Day Adventists on 
this subject. He declared, however, 
that as the nation has adopted Sunday as 
tho day to be observed the legislature ehould 
paaa a law to enforce Its observance. He 
admitted that men cannot be made re- 
ligious by aot of parliament, but thought 
that was no reason why an effort should not 
be made In this direction, as men who do 
not wish to profane the Sabbath find It 
necessary now to keep their stores 
open to meet tbe competition of others who 
Inalat on doing ao. He wanted to see bore 
some Buoh Sunday as thoy have in Toronto 
and Ottawa, Ho objected to tho Sunday 
moraing paper, us tho Influenoo of tho nowa 
generally fuund in it ia not a fit preparation 
for tho day. Ho diaagreod with tho con- 
tention that fluoh a bill as thia ia an intorfor 
ence with the rights of tho municipalltloa. 

Cai"T. Irving roao to a point of order, 
holding thot several of tho aoctiona are in 
contravention of tho liritlah North America 
not, aa interfering with railwaya and atoani- 
boata plying beyond the liniita of tho pro- 
vinoo ; and also aa an intorforonco with 
trade and conimorco. 

The Si'EAKER took tho point into oon- 
eidcration, and Invited exproeaiona of opinion 
from tho houao. 

Mr. Kennedy said tbe bill was takon 
almoat holua bolus from the Ontario act, 
except the preamble, which was his own. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Db. Walkem thought the bill in order, 
though he felt sure it would not pass tho 
houae ; and he read from a apeeoh of Sir 
,Iohn Maodonald on Mr. Charlton's bill of 
1885 in support of tbe argument that tbe 
matter ia one within provincial jurisdiction. 

The Speakeb said be would try to give a 
ruling to-morrow. 

RETURNS, 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a return 
reapeoting inteatato oBtatos. 

Mb. \> ILLIAMH asked why tho reply to a 
return he had asked for respecting timber 
lioonaoa In Kootenay refers only to West 
Kootonay. 

Hon. Mb. Mabtin said he believed it waa 
because there were none in East Kootenay ; 
but he would make sure. 

Hon. Mb. Davib said with respect to the 
return asked for relating to the sale of law 
stamps, he was Informed that some of. tho 
details asked for cannot be supplied as thoy 
are not kept. 
The honse adjourned at 6 p.m.

LiMU.-Col. Prior. M.P, ; Meoarf. J. B. 
Gordon, H. K A. Robertson, A. M. Muir, 
Kidgway Wiluon, L. Creaae, T. S. Futcbor 
and A. W. Jeues waited upon tho council aa 
a deputation from the Aberdeen reception 
committee. 

t\lr. Gordon explained that tho general re- 
ception including that at tho outer wharf 
cost SS"2'2 50 and tho citizena' bill coat 
S1,1'20 85 : the receipts wore §750 from tho 
city and §054 from the sale ot bill tickets, 
or in all, $1,404, This left a deficit of 
§rj;<9 .35, which the city oooncii were now 
asked to make up. The oommittee had car- 
ried out) tho ioBtraotions of the citizens' 
public meeting and it was claimed to be 
only right that the city counoil shouldmako 
up the deficit. 

Lieut. -Colonel Prior stated that the old 
ooucoil had agr ed to recommend to tho 
present council tho payment of the amount. 

His Woii-sinr remarked that the recom- 
mendation would como up before the coun- 
oil. The deputarion after some further dia- 
ouaaion, thanked the counoil and withdrew. 

Ai.D. Wii-soN brought up the quaation of 
tho unaanitary condition of tho Yates street 
tiro hall. To put in a proper Uoor would 
cort §G.50, and to put the whole plaoo in 
proper repair would amount in all to §1,100. 
Ho apoke of tho need of iiro protection in 
tho outlying parts of the city. It waa for 
tho counoil to decide whether it was better 
to mako the repairs to tho ball or carry out 
the idea of a former counoil of 
which he waa a member to sell the 
hall and use the proceeds to supply tho 
outlying parts with sudiclent protection. 

Ald. Partridoe was against spending 
any money on the Yates street ball. It 
would be bettor to Bell it instead and put up 
a proper building on the old electric site and 
get another fire engine. 

Ald. Maomillaj) also objected to repair- 
ing the old hail. Oatside districts should 
have Bonie protectioD. 

Ald. WlLLUMS believed it would be bet- 
ter to lease the ball instead of selling it. 
The proceeds of the rent would pay the in- 
tereBt on other necessary improvements to 
the department. The question was referred 
to tho wardens.

Question by Aid. Bragg — There Is dis- 
satlafaction about tho work. How long 
should it bo beforo tha whole work Is com- 
pleted and in running order 1 A. About 
one month. 

Quoation by Aid. Wilson — Have you all 
tho lamps, wire, aud all the necessary arti- 
cles bore ? A. Yes ; everything Is here or 
on tho road. 

Quoation by Aid. Bragg— Will the (3,100 
wire the station and complete all the ex- 
tras ? 

Qaeition by Aid. Bragg— Have yon all the 



pulea you want ? A. Yes ; all tho poles are 
in town. I have need some old poles in 
plaoea when they were auffioiently good. 

Quoation by Aid. Bragg — Was not Qrat 
arrangement to lay flu ir in ccnoreto ? Now 
you rtquiro wood. A. When plans were 
drawn for conoroto we did nob expect to got 
aamo style of heater, tho one sent nccaasita- 
te tho change, and with wooden floor can 
get at the wiring more readily. 

Question by Aid. Wilson — What thiokneas 
of floor do you prcpoaa to lay ! A. One by 
four inohea. 

Question by Aid. Williams — When wos 
the extra blasting done, after building was 
constructed ? Could it not have been done 
beforo the building was put up ! A. It waa 
caused by extra size condenser and heater 
and excessive sizs of life ; the apparatus re- 
ceived is more efficient, and even if it cost 
extra to blast Out the rock, it it B saving to 
the city, as the machinery ise^en better 
than contracted for. 

A complaint was read from six married 
men complaining of nob receiving employ- 
ment, while single men got the work at 
higher wages. Q Why were these men not 
employed ? A. I oould not run a polo gang 
and wire men at tlie aamo time in the aame 
circuit, it v.'ould not bo profifablo to keep a 
gang waiting for polos tn be pub up. Whero 
it took two men all day to dig two holes at 
§2 50 a day, ono man would dig three boles 
at twenty-five cnuta a foot if given by tho 
piece. Tho li:io men at §2 51) por day aro 
cheaper than tho others at §1 por day. 
Line men can put a polo up quicker than 
tbo bolo diggrra. 

AuHwer by Mr. .Slicklos — Tho men com- 
plaining had received JOO each and many 
men applied, more than could pnaaibly re- 
ceive work aa there waa not auliiolent work 
for all ; I hive atr all timea given tbo work 
to thoaa who needed it moat. 

Qaestion by Aid. Willi ima — Will you 
guarantoo to coniplolo tho work within a 
month ? A. Yes, if we do not have much 
very bad weather. 

Answer to <iucatbin by Aid. Wilaon— The 
plolforni round cngioo ahould bo of wood ; 
also to question by Aid. Wilson — Wo cannot 
disponao with the ooucroio floor unleeB we 
get full value. A. by Mr. Dlnsdale, tho 
contractor — No timbers wore Bpooilied in the 
epecifioation as it was intended to anchor 
the machinery through the cement floor in- 
to the reck. 

Qiiestlon by Aid. Bragg— Do I under- 
stand that the doing away with the con- 
crete floor is no loss to the oity as the 
extra timbers will mako up for the ohange. 
A. Y^ea. 

Question by Aid. Bragg— Will the §3,100 
cover tbo whole ooat from Ist January. A, 
Yea. 

Question by Aid. Wilson— Did I under- 
stand that it ia lesa dangeroua to have a 
wooden floor than concrete. A. Yea it 
would hove been abeolutely nocoaaary to 
have the floor dry to avoid ahook; a concrete 
floor would require oxpenaivo rubber mata, 
and If atoam plant oamo aa origiually ar- 
ranged thia change would not be neoeasary, 
but to cconomi/,i in fuel necessitated a dif- 
ferent arrangement of plant. 

Question by Aid. Wilson— Did you not 
give council eatiinate f )r tbo whole worka? 
A. Yes, and I would have bad S.'i 500 over 
my eotiinato if lot had not coat $7,.'!00 over 
tho oatimales given mo. In my original 
eatimatG 1 got estimato on all plant and 
there was no gueaa about tho thing. 

Question by Aid. Wilaon — I want to aak 
you a question about flro alarm. Did tho 
party who put it up do his work correct ! 
A. No, your fire alarm wire la in bad shape 
and requires an overhauling. Four or fivo 
miloa of insulated wire ahould bo purchased 
to put the system in order. Mr. Deasy baa 
made many oomplatnts as it needs atten- 
tion. 

We recommend that matter contained in 
this report be adopted, but that 1) inch 
floor be Bubatltnted instead of the 1-inch 
floor.

Ald. Wiluaus moved : "Xhat a aelect 
committee of three be appointed to confer 
with the president and members of the 
British Columbia Board of Trade with a 
view to daviae means whereby the city of 
Victoria may have direct telegraphic com- 
munication with the American aide, thereby 
giving our oitizena telegraphic facilities by 
an alteinative route, and making ub inde- 
pendent of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
Gompany'e telegraph line." 

Tho mover said that ho did 
nob conaider it neceaoary to aay 
much about tho matter aa it was 
already very well understood. At present 
telegraphic communication with tho Main- 
land and tbe Sound country was by the 
roundabout way to Nonaimo.
